SEED NOTES: — 


With few exceptions, all kinds of Garden and Field Seeds are higher. The prices the Farmers and Seed ts 


Growers have had to pay for labor and supplies they had to buy, have been so out of proportion to the prices 
of the products they had to sell, that many of them have been forced into other lines of business, resulting in 
reduced acreages being grown last year, which in connection with the extremely hot, dry summer and shortage 
of water for irrigation, has caused an acute shortage and sharply higher prices on many items. There are no 
prospects of lower prices until another crop is grown and to those requiring large quantities of seeds would sug- 
gest they place their orders at once, as the sooner they buy the cheaper they will get them. 


ALFALFA: _he extremely hot, dry weather and scarcity of water for irrigation throughout the principal 

* Alfalfa growing district last year has caused an acute shortage of Alfalfa seed, resulting in 
sharply higher prices for all kinds, and unless there is considerable foreign seed imported, prices will be still 
higher as there is not enough native seed in the Country to seed more than half of the Country’s usual require- 
ments, so don’t be surprised at serious shortages and still higher prices. 


- Red Clover, both Common and Mammoth, are perhaps the shortest 
pil Shes tieitiles tree ogy Soo SSS and highest of any of the Field Seeds. Alsyke is in better supply, 
but, in sympathy with Alfalfa and Red Clover, is higher. / 


- Both White and Yellow Blossom Sweet Clovers are in better supply than a ‘year ago, 
SWEET CLOVERS: with prices being held firmly account of scarcity and higher prices of Alfalfa and 
other Clovers. 


TIMOTHY: There was only a fair crop of Timothy produced last year, but with the hold over from 1923, 
* the supply seems ample for usual requirements and unless a foreign demand develops, prices 
should range around present quotations. - 


. Sudan is the only Grass in better supply than last year and with the carry-over from 
SUDAN GRASS: last year, supplies are ample for all requirements and prospects are for only moderate 
prices, unless it should be cornered by speculators who have manipulated the crop for several years past. 


OTHER GRASSES: nee Blue Grass is higher again this year not on account of a real shortage, 

put, because it is in the hands of a combine who have controlled it for several years; 
the facts as nearly as we can learn-are: There has accumulated during the combine’s control a year’s supply 
of seed, and it is only a question of time until the bubble will burst, but they may be able to hold on for another 
year or so. The exorbitant prices they have been exacting, and the fact the crop was being manipulated by spec- 
ulators has greatly decreased the demand, which we hope will hasten the explosion, but until it comes we, with 
others, will have to swallow the dose and digest it best we can. Red Top, Orchard, Rye and Meadow Fescue 
are in fair supply with but little change from last year’s prices. 


OATS. BARLEY. WHEAT AND CORN: All of these are scarce and sharply higher and we are 


having considerable trouble in securing sufficient stocks 
of some of them. We specialize in Seed Corn and have secured good stocks of all we Catalog and can supply 
in any quantity. If buying in large quantities, ask for samples and special prices. Read Pages 111 and 112 of 
our Catalog and note how we select and handle our Seed Corn.

CANE AND KAFFIRS prices“discouraged growers, causing them to reduce their acreage, and high 
prices will prevail until another good crop is grown. ee 
PINTO BEANS: Notwithstanding the unusually large acreage planted to Pintos last year, the crop was 


the smallest for several years past, which in connection with an almost failure in the Cal- 
ifornia Bean crop has resulted in a real scarcity of all kinds of Beans throughout the entire Country and corre- 





spondingly higher prices. Pintos are the surest, safest and most profitable cash crop the Western dry-land 


Farmer can grow, and the sooner he realizes it the better it will be for him. 


POTATOES: Contrary to all expectations and we might say usual experiences, Potatoes are again plenti- 

ful and cheap this season. Growers scarcely realizing the price of labor for the crop. It 
is a long road that has no turn, and sooner or later we will wake up and find a real potato shortage which we 
would not be surprised to see the coming season, as usually one extreme follows another. Remember, we spe- 
cialize in Potatoes. If interested in car-lots or large quantities, ask for special prices. 


. Not in our experience in the Seed Business have we seen Onion Sets so scarce and high. 
ONION SETS: There are not nearly enough Sets in the Country to supply fifty-per cent of the usual de- 
mand. It’s not going to be a question of price, but of being able to secure them at all. Therefore, 1f you con- 
template planting any Sets this season, the sooner you buy, the cheaper you will get them.
